YUNG WAH'S 
CASE. 


Washington, Maich 24.—A question 


if jurisdiction is engaging the attcn- 
lon of the navy department in the 
la&e ot Yung Wah, a Chinese enlisted 
nan who was arrested for deserting 
lis vessel while at Washington yard, 
t is held that being a Chinese citizen, 
ie cannot be tried under United States 
aws. Owing to the largo number of 
'hinese, chiefly cooks and stewards, 
serving in the navy, the question is 
ikely to be far-reaching in its relation 
o enlisted men generally. The officials 
of the department, however, say there 
s no doubt that he can be tried by a 
laval court, as foreigners of any sort 
joconie subject to naval law 
when 


:hey enlist on a naval vessel. 


The demands made by the workmen

has been received hero as yet, and 
according to the uiles govtinmg both 
parties the demand must be made this j 
week, or liefoie April ], as the present 
contract wage schedule expires July 1, 
and it is neces-sary lor either the brew- 
ery or the union to give alhiee months' 
notice of any change wanted. Here 
there >s geneial satisfaction with the 
rate of pay and hours of labor and 
the old contract

undoubtedly 


be signed again next July.

MEAT STILL CLIMBING. 


Prices Advanced.About Three Cents— 


Retailers Likely to Advance Prices 
Very Soon. 


The price of meat continues to go 


higher and it appears as though the 
maximum price bad not been as yet 
reached. 
Wholesale dealers say that 


there is a scarcity of live stock in 
the west, and that the price of corn 
and hay are away up. The cattle that 
are being shipped here from the west 
are all cornted cattle. 
No grassfed 


cattle are being shipped this way. 


Corn, said a prominent dealer Mon- 


day morning, is at least 200 per cent, 
higher than it was two years ago, and 
this is, in a considerable measure, due 
to the high price ot beef from the 
west. 


Meat is from two and a half to three 


cents higher than it was six weeks 
aa.0. As yet the retaileis have not ad- 
vanced the price of meats but it will 
only be a short time before they will 
be obliged to or lose money. As it is 
at present, they claim that they are 
not making a cent, and in some in- 
stances are losing money. 


A prominent retail dealer stated Mon- 
day that he could see no other way 
but that the retailers would be obliged 
to raise the price. When asked it he 
thought the beef trust had anything 
to do with the high price he stated 
that such was his opinion. 


Heel at wholesale at the present time 


isi soiling Irum !i to 10 cents a pound. 
The best heel is selling lor 10 cents 
a pound wholesale, while the ordin- 
ary is bringing Ironi 9 to !)•*! cents a 
pound 
The advance ol from two to 


three cents a pound by the carcass 


t means about four cents a pound on 
••the meat sold at retail. Tbe bone and 
suet in each carcass brings no more 
than it did a year *.igo. 


The increased cost will affect 
the 


middle class.'and (-specially the hotel 
and icHtaurant Keepers. 
It is Quite 


probable that within the next few days 
the retailers in this city will lie obliged 
la put up the price. The large whole- 
sale houses say ibat the present quota- 
tions are liable lo < o u t i n u e lor a num- 
ber of weeks as yet. and possibly go 
higher.

off' shotgun. All the curtains were 
raised, so there was a fair view of the 
interior, and when he yelled 'Hands 
up!' everybody obeyed.

to him. 1 never hated to do anything 
so badly In my life, but I saw the oth- 
ers going aud followed suit. 
About 


that time a half grown boy. apparently 
unarmed, appeared from behind the 
rocks and took up the collection, which 
Included our joint arsenal. After that 
we were ordered back, aud the chief 
bandit told the driver to go ahead. 


"As far as I know, the robbers were 


never caught, but \\hut especially im- 
pressed rue about the episode was the 
reluctance of any of our party to take 
the initiative. 1 was certain the slight- 
est resistance would be successful, but 
I realized also that the man who made 
the first move had an excellent chance 
of being killed, and 1 suppose all the 
others felt the same way. Anyhow, it 
happened exactly as 1 have nunv.ted 
It. During the year I lived In Arizona 
there were eight or nine hold ups on 
the same road, am!

Proofs were returned to him 
In small sections pasted in the center 
of huge sheets, around whose wide bor- 
ders soon shot from the central text 
rockets and squibs of the author's ad- 
ditic.ic* and corrections lircd by his In- 
furiated fist. 
The new proofs came 


back on similar sheets, to be returned 
to the printer again like the web and 
tracks of a tipsy spider. This was re- 
peated a dozen or. it is said, a score of 
times, always with amplifications, until 
his typi'setiers became palsied luna- 
tics.

LIMITS OF SEED VITALITY.^ 


Ke Truth In Storlv* of CertninvtlOB 


After TJ»oun«ii«lii ut Years. 


"The Ktatemeut Is frequently made 


In the popular press," said Professor 
L. H. Pammel, government botflfulst,1 
"that seeds have retained their vitality 
for a long time. Thus it is stated that 
wheat under some conditions lias pre- 
served Its vitality for 50 or 100 years. 
It has frequently been stated that 
wheat taken from 
Egyptian monu- 


ments germinated, -but In uot a single 
case Is this germination authenticated. 
Not a single grain taken from an an- 
cient Egyptian sarcophagus and sown 
by various persons has ever been 
know'n to germinate, aud the condi- 
tions for preserving the seed In these 
Egyptian monuments are better than 
In the soil. They are protected from the 
air and variations of temperature. The 
experiment which has been most talk- 
ed of Is that of the Count of Sternberg 
at Prague. He bad received the grains 
from a trustworthy traveler, who told 
him that they were taken 
from a 


sarcophagus. 
It is said that two of 


these seeds germinated, but it is a well 
known fact that impostures are per- 
petrated by the people who dispose of 
these seeds. In some cases they have 
even stripped corn or maize into these 
sarcophagi. 


"Many experiments have been made, 


not only In this country, but in Europe, 
to determine the vitality of various 
grain seeds. Thus, barley retains its 
vitality better than any other cereal, 
aud this is said to retain its vitality 
from eight to ten years. In the case 
of wheat 00 to 100 per cent germinates 
in from one to four years; In five to 
seven years, S3 to 87 per cent. In thc- 
case of rye the percentage of germina- 
tion in live years dropped to 55 per 
cent; in seven years. UG per cent; nine 
years, 13 per cent. In the case of corn, 
1 made some experiments a few years 
ago to determine the vitality and found 
that corn which was kept in tightly 
closed vessels at the age of 20 years 
had lost all its power of germination 
Experiments also indicate that corn 
kept even a few years became largely 
deteriorated aud lost much of Its pow- 
er of germination. Even grass seeds 
which have been burled at some depth 
In the soil and In vessels tightly sealed 
failed to germinate after a dozen or 
l."j years."—Chicago Chronicle.

wheels and was drawn by two horses, 
and when one or two horses were add- 
ed they were attached to each side of 
the main pair by a side trace, fastened 
to the front of the chariot. 


These chariots have only come down 


to us iu fragments, with the exception 
of the ono iu the aix-lueologlcal muse- 
um of Florence, which is a unique ex- 
ample o^ a war chariot, the so called 
"Biga di Frassino," found by Uosseli- 
ueo in a Thebes tomb. It is certainly 
as old as the fourteenth century B. (X 
It is probably a trophy obtained in the 
north by some Egyptian warrior. 


There is an entire absence of metal 


In the construction. 
Immediately on 


the axle, without springs of any kind, 
rests the basket, or body, of the chari- 
ot, which consisted of a floor to stand 
on and a semicircular guard around 
the front and about half the heigl.t of 
the driver. It is entirely open at the 
back, so that the combatants might 
leap to the ground and up again, as be- 
came necessary by the exigencies of 
action. There was no seat, and g< ner- 
ally in war chariots there was only 
room for the combatant and his chari- 
oteer to stand in. 


The pole, as in the present instance, 


was usually attached to the middle of 
tin? axle, although to outward appear- 
ances it looked as though it sprang 
from the front of the basket. At the 
end of the pole was the yoke, which 
looked like a rain's horns. Depending 
from this by leather thongs was a Y 
shaped piece, which probably took 
the place of the modern horse collar. 
I'robably broad bands were also lined 
around the chest of the animals. 


Besides the harness of each horse 


there were a bridle and a pair of reins 
somewhat iu the same stylo as are in 
useatthe present day. These were made 
of leather and were ornamented with 
studs of ivory aud metal. 
The reins 


were passed through rings attached 
to the collar and were long enough to 
tie tied around the waist of the chariot- 
eer iu case of his having to defend him- 
self. 


The wheels aud body were usually of 


wood, strengthened in places v.'Ith 
bronze, or iron. The wheels had from 
lour to eight spokes, and the i!r<»s 
were of bronze or iron (in the preseu* 
.nstauce ash was used), and the pins 
which secured the fellies were of fossil 
hone. 


This description applied to the cliari- 


)ts of almost any of tho nations of an- 
•iqnity, the difference consisting chief- 
'y in the mountings. Thus the chariots 
if the Egyptians and Assyrians, wltb 
vliom the bow was the principal am 
if attack, were richly mounted v/ith 
juivers full of arrows, while those of 
i lie Greeks, who used the spear, we** 
,ilaiu except as regards nacre decora 
.ions. The Persians and the ancient 
Tritons used a class of chariots having 
lie wheels mounted with sharp, sickle 
-•haped blades, which cut, to pieces 
.vhatever caiue in their way. This was 
.irobabiy tho invention of the Persians. 


The use of the battle chariot really 


'•.('longs to the heroic period. The war- 
rior.standing by the side of his chariot- 
.•or, was driven in front of the line to 
- nvite hostile warriors to single com- 
bat. After the strategic skill of a cotn- 
•uander superseded the demands on 
his personal valor the chariot was 
transferred from the battlefield to the 
hippodrome, where alone its original 
c'orin was preserved. 
The description 


••if the Homeric battle chariot, there- 
fore, to a great extent also applies to 
the historic chariot of the race course. 


The small diameter of the chariot 


wheel may be explained from the de- 
sire of preventing the chariot from be- 
'.ug opposed by the impediments in the 
battlefield, such as debris or dead bod- 
ies. The rim was usually formed of 
four fellies, into which the four spokes 
"•ere let, The upper rail, which was of 
either wood or metal, varied greatly in 
form and was intended to be grasped 
by the warrior on jumping on to the 
chariot, while the front part served for 
fastening the reins and the traces of 
the "wheel horses." In the Roman tri- 
umphal chariot a covering of leather 
served to ward off missiles, and later 
on the sides were composed of strong 
boards. 


Unfortunately we know very little of 


the vehicles of everyday use in those 
days. They nearly all seem to be a va- 
riety of what we now term the "gig."— 
Scientific American.

Another is that It has the faculty 
of simulating death, if taken winged 
In hand, and of coming quickly to life 
the minute the grasp is relaxed in the 
neighborhood of good cover. Further, 
the birds have a sort of barometric 
sense. 


A woodsman marking the direction 


in which quail feed can almost certain- 
ly foretell the day's weather. If they 
choose stubble or cornfields. It will be 
mild and moist; If they go to the open 
woods, he looks for wind aud sun; 1C 
they scurry for thickets of brier and 
sedge, then be knows bitter cold Is im- 
minent. 
Unless forced to migrate by 


lack of food a covey always sleeps 
within 100 yards of the nest it was 
hatched In, and this although it may 
have fed all day several miles away. 
The sleeping is done in a huddled ring, 
tails In. heads out, all around and so 
closely bunched that a good sized nap- 
kin will cover It. Instinct possibly lies 
back of the ring making. Thus the shy 
creatures hope to escape surprise from 
creeping vermin, minks, weasles, t'oxee, 
which steal upon them In the night.

The four Sundays of November are 


observed as fete days in Holland. They 
are known by the curious names Re- 
view, Decision. Purchase and Posses- 
sion, and all refer to matrimonial af- 
fairs, November In Holland being the 
month par excellence devoted to court- 
ship aud marriage, probably because 
the agricultural occupations of the year 
are over and possibly because the lords 
of creation from quite remote antiq- 
uity have recognized the pleasantness 
of having wives to cook and cater for 
them during the long winter.

Ano-t a Ckarmeter Whom 


Loncll Satlriied. 


John P, Itoblnson, the subject of one 


of James IlusseU Lowell's "Hosea Big- 
low's" satires, was a brilliant lawyer 
of tbe town of Lowell, a scholarly geu- 
tleman ;ttud a wit It Is said of him 
tb"at he had read Homer's "Iliad" so 
much that he could recite nearly the 
whole of It from memory. Mr. Robin- 
son v as a favorite stump speaker about 
tbe period of 1840. He was a Whig 
and had the ambition to represent bis 
district in congress. 


In 1842 he received the Whig nomi- 


nation for this position. It was ft bad 
year for Whig candidates, as the Lib- 
erty party liad then begun to present 
nominees against it. A majority was 
at tbat time required to elect, and 
there was no choice a-t the regular elec- 
tion. The Whig part}, always timid, 
feared Mr. Robinson could- not be elud- 
ed on further trial and induced him to 
withdraw from tbe contest that it 
might present a candidate more ac- 
ceptable to the antislavery men. -This 
was a severe disappointment to Mr. 
Robinson. He became disgusted with 
tbe Whigs anil bitter toward tbe anti- 
slavery advocates. 


A few years later, after General Ca- 


leb Cusbing bad been in the MesJcan 
war, he was nominated by the Demo- 
crats as their candidate for governor 
of Massachusetts, upon which Mr. Rob- 
inson wrote a letter declaring be should 
leave the Whig party and support Gen- 
eral CusMng. This induced Lowell's 
poem. Governor Briggs was then the 
Whig candidate for governor, and Low- 
ell had two refrains to bis verses. The 
first read: 


So John P. 
Robinson, he 


Says he shan't \oto for Go\ernor B. 


And the second: 


So John P. 
Robinson, he 


Bays he tball vote for General C.

Half 
dazed w ith emotion, excitement nnd 
fatigue, the old musician, rising fiom 
his obeisance, clapped his bands to his 
eyes, crying with horror, "Blood, blood 
round the queen's neck!" 


"It Is only this, Gluck." said Marie 


Antoinette, hastily snatching off her 
necklace of rubies and holding the rip- 
pling gems toward him, and Gluck 
looked again and saw the fair, white 
throat rising unbanned and stainless. 
He died in 1787.—Coruhili.

The director will place their 
arms for them if they do not them- 
selves make a picturesque exhibit of 
tenderness.

kisses on the stage genuine? Well, not 
at rehearsals, except, maybe, once or 
twice, in order to show the effect fully. 
An actress would resent a real kiss at 
a reheaisai except when necessary, 
for the satisfaction of natural curiosi- 
ty on that point it may be told right 
here that most of tbe kisses in tbe pub- 
lic performances of plays are actual 
kisses."

A TflBILLING SIGHT. 


AND'KILLING 


STER TUNNY FISH. 


MON- 


They Are Flrmt Driven Into Enor- 


iu«Jp» N«t» Iu tbe M«tUt«mme»» 
Sea nud Are 1'heu -Stabbed mud 
Slanbed to Death With Spear*. 
One of tbe most thrilling and won- 


derful sights in the world is that of the 
uuuy fisheries of the Mediterranean 
sea. The pursuit of these great and 
swift Hslius is not a mere tame operation 
of ui'ttiug. It Is a fight between man 
and sea creatures such as Is duplicated 
uowliere except iu tbe whale fisheries. 
The tuuny Is a huge rnackereL lie is a 
)redac(.-ous fish, and his course through 
lie sous is tliai. of a destroyer without 
mrallel. So deadly is the tunny to the 
schools of herring aiid similar food 


sht's tbat.hAis called the herring hog. 
u.our waters he is known more gen- 
erally as tlie horse mackerel 


The tuuny fisheries are distinctly Eu- 
•opcun. auJ they are the oldest imlus- 
ry that is known In the Mediterranean 
sea. To capture* them men must baud 
beiim-Ivcs together in large bodies, 
'or fishermen s-iugly could do nothing 
with these tiS'ues, which gro\\ toulengtb 
of ten it-et and weigh over half a ton 
sometimes. Therefore there is a sys- 
tem of co-operation on the coasts that 
are visited by the tuuny, a system 
which dates back to the PuoDnicians. 
who wore great tuuuy catchers in their 
time. 


The perfection of this system Is du$, 


among other things, to the fact that 
the big fishes have absolutely regular 
jabits. 
lu normal times they can be 


•elied on to muku their appearance at 
certain periods almost to the minute. 
When they come, it is lu huge schools 
that can-be seen afar, for they scour 
he waters like ships of war. auu the 
.cupiugs of their prey and the leaplugs 
of their own bulky botiiub beat the 
deep into white foam and lather. 


Since tlyy arc bo e.\act Iu (.heir hab- 
ts, the fishermen prepare for them al- 
ways before they arrive. At some des- 
.guated spot are spread enormous nets, 
excei-dingly deep and made of the 
strongest of line. 
Those are not de- 


iigui'd to catch the tunnies. They are 
spread out merely to force the fishes to 
edge in and iu until they are led to the 
real prison net, which is a vast con- 
.rivance set in an Immense square and 
.)owertul enough to defy anything that 
swims. 


As boon as the last of the school has 


entered this boxlikc Inclosure the siiU-s 
of the great net arc raised at a signal. 
At first the imprisoned fishes do not 
show any signs of alarm, but as the 
act'rises, inch by inch, from the water 
depths gleaming, swordliko backs iip 
pear here and there above the surface, 
larting \\Ith Incredible swiftness from 
side to side of the net. 
Each Instant 


more of those living blades appear 
above the surface. 


Then the* tisheb begin to leap. Here 


one launches himself straight out of the 
water—300 pouuds of glorious life-Ho- 
ward the sky, to crash back into the 
sea with a flalllikc blow of sides and 
tail that makes the ocean echo. An- 
other and another rises and falls back. 
Soon the scene is as if the abysses of 
the sea were spouting their inhabit- 
ants, for hundreds of immense silver 
flashing fishes rise everywhere at once 
within the net. 


But now a new element enters. 


Long, narrow fishing boats push into 
the inclosure. 
In them stand brown 


men with lances and spears and big 
knives lashed to poles. Then begins a 
light that is terrible to see. 
The men 


thrust madly into the struggling mass- 
es of fishes. I he fishes leap and roll and 
dhe and leap again, hammering the 
sea with tails that 'churn like the 
screws of steamships and whiten the 
waves with foam. Before many min- 
utes boats and men are drenched with 
Moody water. 
The surface of the 


ocean is red. 
Out of the smoking 


spray peer faces now and then that are 
dabbled 
with blood till they look 


scarcely In:man. 


Now and then a man slips and falls 


among the harried fishes. Then there 
are loud screams from his companions 
and cries of supplication from him as 
he calls to bis patron saint, for it is no 
joke to fall among those mighty bodies 
that are dashing around In their death 
throes. 


So the fight continues till in that in- 


closed space of sea there is not a fish 
alive. Every boat is half full of water 
uud loaded down with living silver, 
where the slim, piratical bodies of the 
beautiful fishes lie. The inhabitants of 
the towns near the scene of this fishing 
make a fete day of the arrival of the 
tunny, for it means food and employ- 
ment for many hundreds of men. wom- 
en and children. The fish is a favorite 
article of food, especially when salted, 
and the rc-s Is a great delicacy, which 
brings fancy prices. The tunnies that 
are caught off the Italian coasts have 
to be passed through the custom bouse 
when they are landed, like any other 
merchandise, and the streets there pre- 
sent a strange appearance then, for on 
nil sides are wheelbarrows full of the 
shapely, 
monstrous 
creatures.—New 


York Press.

It Is now well known that 
it is mainly the tuberculosis expectora- 
tion, which, when dried nud pulverized 
to dust, constitutes the main danger of 
infection. The moans to prevent infec- 
tion from tuberculosis expectoration or 
saliva—expectorating only In proper 
vessels, spittoons and pockot flasks, 
proper use of handkerchiefs during 
coughing, etc.—are now also universal- 
ly taught. 


It is absolutely demonstrated that a 


tuberculosis patient, if he takes proper 
care of his e-pectomtloji. does not con- 
stitute any danger to his fellou- men. 
In sanatoria and hospitals exclusively 
devoted to the care of consumptives it 
is of the rarest occurrence for an at- 
tendant to contract the* disease, the 
hyjjienic precautions being so thor- 
ough. It may indeed be said that In 
these houses for consumptives one is 
less liable to contract consumption than 
outside of them.—Dr. S. A. Knopf in 
Forum.
